Robert Barker Is generally credited 


with beingtheflrstpatoterof panoramas 
a* we know them today. He was bora 
in Edinburgh, where he lived for sixty 
yean daring the last century. Originally 
be made hi* tiring by painting portraits, 
and it i» a*id of him that the first notion 
of a picture that would take in the entire 
•com visible from a certain point on 
•very aide occurred to hfan when bewas 
sitting on the top of Oarlton hill fa 
ScoUand's capital He went home and 
began p**T»*fa»g on a cylindrical surfaces

8QL JOSHUA CONVINCED. 


His first picture was on paper pasted 


on to linen. He came to London with it, 
and invoked the patronage of Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, who declared the plan of such 
a picture so impracticable that he would 
wUltojrly, hesaid, getoutof his bed at 
^ntojbtttme to inspect ^eworkof art if 
it oadtir* produced. When Barker did 
actujBjTsurmount all difficulties and 


.'oMBsu his panoramic exhibition to 


Castle street, Leicester square, skeptical 
Sir Joshua was as good, or almost as 
good, as his promise. He sallied forth 
one morning to his slippers from his 
breakfast table to see the marvel, and, 
having received ocular demonstration 
that a panorama was a possibility, gen- 


" erously congratulated the artist on his 
success. 
The first picture was painted to a cir- 


cle, the diameter of which was twenty- 
five feet, but afterwards Barker became 
more ambitious. He had succeeded with 
Edinburgh, why should he not try Lon- 
don? This he at once set to work doing, 
and he produced a picture taken from 
an elevated position to the old Albion 
milla, near Blackfrisrs1 bridge. By dint 
of "pegging away," and with the assist- 
ance of one or two kindly and wealthy 
patrons, such as Lord Elcho, Barker had 
contrived to wiatoh pecuniary success 
out of the jaws of apparent failure, and 
fire years after he arrived to London, in 
1783, 
he took the lease of a piece of 


ground to Cranaourn street and erected 
thereon a large building simply and 
solely for the purpose of exhibiting hia 
panoramas there. A joint stock company 
helped him to find funds for this build- 
tog, where he had three rooms, to the 
largest of which the diameter of the pic- 
ture was ninety feet, and the chief open- 
Ing attraction was a representation of 
a review of the fleet at Spithead. This 
succeeded so well that the inventive Bar- 
ker bought up the shares to his own com- 
pany and became sole proprietor. 


From this time onward the Lelcetera 


square panorama was one of the lions of 
London, and its inventor having made a 
thoroughly good thing out of it, and 
having pleased and improved the minds 
of countless spectators, died to the year 
1808 leaving his profitable occupation to 
his son, Henry Aston Barker, "who kept 
on thejbusiness still, resigned," or not as 
the case might be, "unto the heavenly 
wilL" At all events Barker the younger 
was a conscientious panoramist, for he

foT-subjects." He "panoramed" Malta 
and Elba, and to the courseof his visit 
to the latter place Interviewed the great

Forced to Do Much Labor and Then Al- 


most Starred to Death. 


Now It must not be thought that dogs 


In carts are only to be seen now and then 
in Belgium. Quite the reverse, for the 
dog seems, especially to Brussels, to be 
the chief beast of burden. Here I must 
state I think the loads put after the poor 
brutes are at tunes out of all reason too 
heavy. Brussels is to places deucedly 
hilly and steep, and to put 400, 500 or 
600 pounds after a dog is too much of a 
good thing. Again, the dogs are not 
overfed. The Flemish farmers are as a 
rule very close livers. Most of them 
drink their coffee without milk, so as to 
be able to convert the latter, which, of 
course, they produce, into King Leo- 
pold's coin. Now these farmers live on 
next to nothing, so we can imagine that 
the dogs do not come to for much grub 
of any strengthening nature. I believe 
their food consists of buttermilk and po- 
tato parings-all boiled.np together, and 
«fte*not They feed tbeirdociWwrtor 
pigs, and it to no wonder the poor ani 
mal's loins are thin and their rib bones 
are very prominent Still they toil on, 
willing creatures to a degree. 
It to a wonder to me how their legs 


stand the work so welL All are sound 
or perhaps I had better write compara 
lively sound. Their bone Is great fo' 
their bodies, and the feet seem to stani 
the strain welL These dogs really tak 
the place of asses to Belgium, where f e* 
of the latter are seen. A good working 
dog fetches $35 or $40, and considering 
i' e amount of work he gets through he 
is not a dear dog at that sum. Jsaw 
several on sale to the Brussels market 
on Sunday morning last. 


The working dog is generally or a 


sturdy build. If an American or Eng- 
lishman were asked how the dogs were 
bred, his reply would be: "Probably be- 
tween a mastiff and a smooth sheep 
dog;" and as there seems to be no di» 
tinct breed of these dogs, the foregoing 
might be generally accepted as a defini- 
tion of the appearance of the breed. All 
bakers use dogs for their carts. There 
are, however, no shafts to these con- 
cerns, but the dog works underneath. 
There is a crossbar placed just under the 
handles of the cart and by means of a 
bent axle tree the dog-can work under 
the cart and between the wheels. It 
will be seen he is closer to his work than 
the dogs to the usual fashion to be seen 
in milk and vegetable carts. The at- 
tendant simply steers the cart with the 
handles, excepting where the hill is 
steep, and then le boulanger lends but 
little help to the panting dog. 


Therefore, on the whole, I do not think 


the working dogs in Belgium are treated 
with the amount of kindness, good treat- 
ment and nourishing food they thorough 
ly deserva 1 am not one of those who 
are of an opinion a dog should not work 
I believe they prefer ordinary labor to 
being chained up in a dirty, stinking 
yard, with but little but a pail of stale 
water before ttiem. Let the Belgians 
feed their dpgs better, put smaller loads 
after them and have water troughs 
placed at regular intervals about the 
sheets, and there will not be much tc 
grumble at, and 1 should think the St 
Hubert society—that is the kennel club 
of Belgium—could do a lot to manage 
things a little better on the side of the 
dogs.—Turf, Field and Farm.

To him was 
panted by the French king, to 1688, the 
Island of Mount Desert and a large part 
of the mainland on Union river. His 
eranddaughter claimed his estate to sue- 
cession, to 1786, and the general court of 
Massachusetts granted to her and her 
heirs 60,000 acres. For a time the family 
lived at Hull's Cove, In 1733 they began 
to sell off the estate until, at the time of 
their death to 1810, not an acre remained.

The Tnscarora Times-Beview says: 
A few years ago the Nevada Land and 


Cattle Company built a dam on Willow 
creek about twenty-five miles from Tusca- 
rore, at a cost of nearly $200,000. The 
reservoir when fall contains a body of wa- 
ter averaging 60 feet in depth, three miles 
in length and about one mile in width. 
With the stored water thousands of acres 
of wild desert land have been reclaimed 
and are now luxuriant with alfalfa and 
other cultivated grasses, affording suste- 
nance for immense herds of horses and cat- 
tle. This -was done without a thousandth 
part of the Wow, parade, and ciwumlocn- 
tion which is attending the expenditure of 
the paltry $100,000 appropriated by the 
last Legislature for similar purposes. 
There was no Water Commission appointed, 
no meetings of boards, no wining and din- 
ing of junketing Senators and no dam- 
phoolery of any kind whatever. The com- 
pany, in a qniet and business-like manner, 
selected its location, purchased the lands 
and built its dam, and is now harvesting 
the fruits of its judicious and commendable 
enterprise. The $100.000 appropriation 
last Winter was a rmistake, and will end in 
no practical benefit to anyone, except per- 
haps a few wealthy millmen of California, 
whose plants are on the Carson river. 
The financial condition of the State and its 
revenue resources will not admit of the ap- 
propriation of such a sum as would be nec- 
essary for the inauguration of a general 
water storage system throughout the differ- 
ent sections, and there is bnt little hope, 
in our opinion, of any assistance at present 
from the general government. 
And even 


if Congress should feel disposed to make an 
appropriation, proportionate to the ex- 
pense of storing the waters of our princi- 
pal streams, the ridiculously small sum 
contributed by the State would prove no 
incentive to the placing of such an an onnt 
for the purpose from the National Treasury. 
The only effect so far as the legislative ap- 
propriation, has been the inciting of sec- 
tional feelings and jealousy, between the 
people of the Trnckee and Carson valleys, 
who seem to think there is no other por- 
tion of the State worthy of the slightest 
consideration from the Board of Commis- 
sioners. Fortunately the expenditure of 
the money is left discretional with the 
members of the Board. 
Most of them are 


men of character and integrity and pos- 
sessed of good business sense. A strong 
pressure is being brought to bear upon 
them to expend the money exclusively on 
the Carson river. If it is to be expended 
at all it might as well be used there, for if 
frittered away in different localities, no one 
at all would be benefited. We are confi- 
dent, however, that the people throughout 
the State would be better satisfied if the 
Board should conclude not to expend it at 
all, or at least to await the result of Con- 
gressional ac ion or non-action at the next 
session. That there wiU in time be a gen- 
eral system of water storage throughout the 
State there is no doubt. It is equally cer- 
tain that it will be done either by combina- 
tions of private capital or by the general 
government, or perhaps both. The State 
is not financially fixed to tackle such a 
mammoth enterprise.

Patent Office Annual Report. 


Tbe Hon. C. E. Mitchell, the Oommis- 


eioner of Patents, has filed with th* Secre- 
tary of the luttrior tbe preliminary report 
of the operations of his bureau for the year 
ended June 30, 1889. There were received 
during the year 36,740 applications for pa- 
tents, 808 applications for design patents, 
101 applications for reissue patents, 1,281 
applications (or registration of trade marks, 
772 applications (or registration of labels, 
and 2,315 caveats; making a total of 42,- 
047. The number of patents granted dur- 
ing tbe year, including reissues and de- 
signs, was 21,618; number of labels regis- 
tered, 312; making a JoUl of 22,914. The 
number of patents withheld for non-pay- 
ment of final fees was 2,858; number of 
patents expired, 11,920.

missioner says: "Some of th* provisions 
which should be altered ar* Section 4,885, 
relating to the date of patents; Section
